great power, her • government considered it 
necf**ary that she should have an a.uiy of 
a strength proportionate to that of other 
great powers and decided that Its . muster- 
roll should Include about half a million of 
men. 
At that time the other great powers 


kept the majority of their soldiery in peace 
as well as in war in the ranks, and only al-
